Eugland is endeavering to obtain a 
legal footing in the Bering Sea, the 
motive being to share in the profits of 
the fur-seal business. The United 
States purchased Alaska, including the 
Aleutian chain, the islands of St. 
aul and St. George of the Pribylor 
group—being the famous fur-seal 
islands—at a cost of $7,200,000. 

This purchase was made not 80 
much for ths purpose of securing the 
fur-seal ſisheries as with the ‘“‘manifest- 
destiny”’ idea of ex ending the borders 
of empire by a territorial purchase from 
a friendly power; but now John Bull 
comes to the fore, and, upon an empty 
though plausible protext, desires to be 
permitted to occupy a legalized scat at 
our fur-seal feast.. 

This is a characteristic: of John Bull. 
John is the hugest type of the free- 
lunch fiend known te the universe. Ile 
is a many-sided fellow. To the weak 
his frown is the frown of Jove, and to 
the strong his smile is the smile of 
Judas. In India he rules with the

TRICKS OF TRADE. 


How Haitlway Agents Assume the 
Duties of Merchants.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.— Special.] The 
citizens of San Francisco ha‘l another scare 
tonight in the shape of a fire in the most 
dangerous section of the city. A ready re- 
sponse by the fire department and a good 
fire-wall alone prevented a general confia- 
gration in the manufacturing district. The 
nature of the property destroyed was such 
that some of it can never be replaced, and 
the greatest portion would take years 
to renew, so that the loss to the firm most 
injured can hardly be counted by dollars. 
The fire originated in a large 4-story frame 
building on Fremont street, owned and oc- 
cupied by the Fulton Iron Works. The 
flames spread with wonderful rapidity, and 
although the fire department was ou hand 
with commendable promptness it was evi- 
dent that the entire structure and ita con- 
tents, as well as the adjoining buildings on 
the south, occupied by Join Hammond as 
the California Car and Millwright Works, 
were Before a stream could be 
brought to bear on the burning building the 
fire had crossed the narrow alleyway and 
communicated to the car works. The flames 
rapidly spread from floor to floor of both 
structures, and by the time the second 
alarm was turned in, seven minutes later, 
hoth buildings were a mass of flames. 
Shortly after the sound of an explosion in 
the burning building was heard. It was at 
first supposed that the fire had eaten its way 
into the large four-story brick bullding south 
of the car works, occupied by Whittier, 
Fuller & Co.’s White Lead and Oil Works, 
and it was thought that the explosion was 
caused by the bursting of barrels of oil 
which were known to be stored in the build- 
ing. It was learned later, however, that the 
explosions were caused by the bursting of 
tanks of crude petroleum, which was used 
in the Fulton Iron Works as fuel in the fur- 
naces of the boilers W.
